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ART OF WRITING EXTEMPORANEOUS PRESCRIPTIONS. 


(Reprinted from Elmer's Physicians’ Hand-Book for 1870.) 


In medicine, the term Prescription ( prescriptio, from pra. before, and scribo, I write) is usually 
applied to the written directions of a physician or surgeon, for the preparation and use of remedial 
agents. 

Extemporaneous or magistral prescriptions are so called because they are constructed by the 
practitioner on the instant, ‘‘¢.c tempore,” and adapted to any case of disease. Officinal preparations 
are also prescribed. These are of two kinds, the formula simplex (simple formula), which consists of 
only one officinal (either simple or compound) preparation; and the formula composita (compound 
formula), which consists of two or more officinal preparations. 

The principal medicine in a prescription is called the Basis; that which promotes or assists the 
action of the basis is termed the ADJUVANT ; that which corrects some objectional quality of the other 
ingredients, is named the CORRIGENT Or CORRECTIVE; and, lastly that which gives a proper form to 
the whole, is denominated the VEHICLE. 

The real object of a formula is four fold: 1. To render the effects of the basis more certain; 
2. To cure quickly ; 3. Safely; 4. Pleasantly. In short, a prescription should bear upon its very face 
an air of certainty, speaking intelligibly the indications it is designed to fulfill. 

The blending of many ingredients in a formula is very objectionable, from the fact that, in pro- 
portion as we complicate a medicine, we multiply the chances of its failure in the cure of disease. It 
is often the case that medical agents are given in combination, which, by chemical changes, originate 
or produce other compounds, possessing wholly opposite properties from those of the components when 
taken singly ; and consequently the practitioner is disappointed and deceived in the result produced, 
and the patient necessarily suffers the consequences.

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Of the Duties of Physicians to their Patients, and of the 
Obligations of Patients to their Physicians, 


Art. I —Dutics of Physicians to their Patients. 


§ |. A physician should not only be ever ready to obey the calls of the sick, but 
his mind ought also to be imbued with the greatness of his mission, and the responsi- 
bility he habitually incurs in its discharge. Those obligations are the more deep and 
enduring. because there is no tribunal, other than his own conscience, to adjudge 
penalties for carelessness or neglect. Physicians should, therefore, minister to the 
sick with due impressions of the importance of their office ; reflecting that the ease, 
the health, and the lives of those committed to their charge, depend on their skill, 
attention, and fidelity. They should study, also, in their deportment, so to unite 
tenderness with firmness, and condescension with authority, as to inspire the minds of 
their patients with gratitude, respect and confidence. 

§ 2. Every case committed to the charge of a physician should be treated with 
attention, steadiness, and humanity. Reasonable indulgence should be granted to the 
mental imbecility and caprices of the sick. Secrecy and delicacy, when required by 
peculiar circumstances, should be strictly observed ; and the familiar and confidential 
intercourse to which physicians are admitted in their professional visits, should be 
used with discretion, and with the most scrupulous regard to fidelity and honor. The 
obligation of secrecy extends beyond the period of professional services ; none of the 
privacies of personal and domestic life, no infirmity of disposition or flaw of character 





RULES FOR WRITING PRESCRIPTIONS. 
(Reprinted from Elmer's Physicians’ Hand- Book for 1870.) 


_ The symbol, R, (Recipe, take thou), usually commences every prescription; then follows the 
designation of the ingredients to be used; next, the directions to the compounder; and lastly, the 
directions to the patient. The practitioner usually signs his initials only to a prescription. 


Respecting the on, 1 used in writing prescriptions. The Latin should be employed in desig- 
nating the ingredients to be used, for the reason that the Latin names for medicines and chemicals are 
the same, or nearly so, both in this country and in Europe; whereas, the vernacular name differs for 
each nation—nay, sometimes for each State or Province. Moreover, Latin professional terms are 
concise and definite. The directions to the compounder or druggist should always be written in Latin. 

The directions in the prescription relating to patients or their attendants are preceded by the 
letter S., or the word signetur (7. ¢., “let it be written.’’) 


This part of the prescription should always be written in English, for the reason that the direc- 
tions are intended for the use of the patient or his attendant ; and the dispenser is obliged to write the 
directions in English, whether the prescriber uses the Latin or otherwise. 


In writing opi sg each ingredient should occu y a distinct line. The basis should be 
placed first, then the auxiliary, afterwards the corrective, and lastly the vehicle. 


The writing should be plain and legible. The orthography should be that which is enstomary 
and correct. Symbols or signs must be carefully made, especially those for the ounce and drachm ; for 
the two characters being so extremely alike, I am well persuaded that many very bad and often fatal 
mistakes of this kind occur. 


Abbreviations, though generally used in writing prescriptions, are absolutely inadmissible, so far 
as the active ingredients are concerned, even though cautiously written, from the fact that it so happens 
that the abbreviations used to designate certain medicines are equally applicable to other articles of the 
materia medica. Dr. Pereira, in his Prescription Book, has given 4 list of examples of this kind that 
is sufficient to convince any one of the great dangers arising from the use of abbreviations in directing 
the employment of active medicines. — 


Chemical souepennte, however, in most. instances, may be abbreviated without danger of mis- 
takes, as also officinal combinations, as exhibited in the following examples:

observed during professional attendance, should ever be divulged by the physician, 
except when he is imperatively required to do so. The force and necessity of this 
obligation are indeed so great, that professional men have, under certain circum- 
stances, been protected in their observance of secrecy by courts of justice. 

§ 3. Frequent visits to the sick are -in general requisite, since they enable the 
physician to arrive at a more perfect knowledge of the disease—to meet promptly 
every change which may occur, and also tend to preserve the confidence of the 
patient. But unnecessary visits are to be avoided, as they give useless anxiety to the 
patient, tend to diminish the authority of the physician, and ‘render him liable to be 
suspected of interested motives. 

§ 4. A physician should not be forward to make gloomy prognostications, because 
they savor of empiricism, by magnifying the importance of his services in the treat- 
ment or cure of the disease. But he should not fail, on proper occasions, to give to 
the friends of the patient timely notice of danger when it really occurs ; and even to 
the patient himself, if absolutely necessary. This office, however, is so peculiarly 
alarming when executed by him, that it ought to be declined whenever it can be 
assigned to any other person of sufficient judgment and delicacy. For the physician 
should be the minister of hope and comfort to the sick ; that, by such cordials to the 
drooping spirit, he may smooth the bed of death, revive expiring life, and counteract 
the depressing influence of those maladies which often disturb the tranquillity of the 
most resigned in their last moments. The life of a sick person can be shortened not 
only by the acts, but also by the words or the manner of a physician. It is, therefore, 
a sacred duty to guard himself carefully in this respect, and to avoid all things which 
have a tendency to discourage the patient and to depress his spirits. 

§ 5. A physician ought not to abandon a patient because the case is deemed 
incurable ; for his attendance may continue to be highly useful to the patient, and 
comforting to the relatives around him, even in the last period of a fatal malady, by

THE STOMACH-PUMP AND GALVANISM, EFFICIENT AGENCIES. 


INORGANIC POISONS. 
Acips.—Nitric ; Sulphuric ; Hydrochloric, or Muriatic. 


Symptoms.—The acids, generally, are strong corrosive poisons. They produce a sour, acrid 
taste; burning in the thrdat, which is increased by pressure; swallowing or coughing; eructation, and 
excrucfating pain in the stomach ; more or less corrugation of the lining membranes of the mouth and 
prime vie ; excoriation about the mouth, or such other parts of the skin as the acid may have touched. 
The matter vomited effervesces with carbonate of lime. The countenance becomes glazed, extremities 
=— clammy ; followed by convulsions and death. Nitric acid occasions yellow stains; sulphuric, 

ack, 


TREATMENT.—The carbonate of soda, potassa, lime, and magnesia, are all antidotes to the acids ; 
calcined magnesia also. They are to be used with the following restrictions: For muriatic and sul- 
~ acids, they may be used indiscriminately. For nitric, carbonates of magnesia and lime can alone 
»e employed with safety. In the case of pec: acid, water should not be drunk, on account of the 
great heat which is produced by the mixture. Subsequent inflammation to be treated-by ordinary 
means. The carbonates of the alkalies, and of magnesia and lime, have the inconvenience that a large 
quantity of gas is formed in the stomach. Soft soap and milk are the readiest antidotes at hand. 

Prussic Acid. * 

Syvptoms.—Is a sedative poison, producing nausea, giddiness, debility, hurried pulse, weight 
and pain in the head; eructations having the flavor of the acid; spasms, tetanus, contractile pupil, 
convulsions, death. 

TREATMENT.—Ammonia is an antidote, but it should not be employed in a very concentrated 
form. Liquid chlorine has also been found efficacious. The cold douche, or positive electricity, to the 
spine, has been recommended. , 

The following is also recommended: First, give the patient 3j.-ij. of magnesia, made into an 
emulsion with water; and then give, in water, a solution of xvj. minims perchloride of iron, and gr. 


xijss. ferri sulphas. The effect of this mixture depends upon the formation of the compoand known as 
Prussian blue.

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alleviating pain and other symptoms, and by soothing mental anguish. To decline 
attendance, under such circumstances, would be sacrificing to fanciful delicacy and 
mistaken liberality that moral duty which is independent of and far superior to all 
pecuniary consideration. 

§ 6. Consultations should be promoted in difficult or protracted cases, as they give 
rise to confidence, energy, and more enlarged views in practice. 


§ 7. The opportunity which a physician not unfrequently enjoys of promoting and . 


strengthening the good resolutions of his patients, suffering under the consequences 
of vicious conduct, ought never to be neglected. His counsels, or even remonstrances, 
will give satisfaction, not offence, if they be proffered with politeness, and evince a 
genuine love of virtue, accompanied by a sincere interest in the welfare of the person 
to whom they are addressed. 


Arr. If.—Obligations of Patients to their Physicians. 


§ 1. The members of the medical profession, upon whom is enjoined the perform- 
ance of so many important and arduous duties toward the community, and who are 
required to make so many sacrifices of comfort, ease, and health, for the welfare of 
those who avail themselves of their services, certainly have a right to expect and 
require that their patients should entertain a just sense of the duties which they owe 
to their medical attendants. 

§ 2. The first duty of a patient is to select, as his medical adviser, one who has re- 
ceived a regular professional education. In no trade or occupation do mankind rely 
on the skill of an untaught artist; and, in medicine, confessedly the most difficult and 
intricate of the sciences, the world ought not to suppose that knowledge is intuitive. 

§ 3. Patients should prefer a physician whose habits of life are regular, and who 
is not devoted to company, pleasure, or to any pursuit incompatible with his profes- 
sional obligations. A patient should also confide the care of himself and family, as

ALKALIES AND THEIR SALTS.—Ammonia. Strong Liquor, or Water of Ammonia. 
Muriate of Ammonia ; Sal-ammoniac. 


SympTomMs.—Violent, caustic, acrid taste ; great heat in the throat, with destruction of its lining 


membrane ; difficult and painful deglutition ; vomiting of bloody matter, which turns the yellow of 


tumeric brown; acute = in the stomach ; cold sweats, weakness, hiccough, violent colic pains, with 
purging of bloody stools, and membranous flakes ; death. 


« TREATMENT.—The vegetable acids, such as vinegar, ee on! pry citric and tartaric acid, in solu- 
tion, are antidotes to the alkalies and their carbonates. The fixed oils, such as castor, linseed, almond, 
and olive, form soaps with the free alkalies, and therefore destroy their caustic effects. 


Caustic Potasu.—Potassa. Liquor Potassa. Strong Ley. Carbonate of Potassa, or Pearl Ash, 
Salt of Tartar. Nitrate of Potassa, or Saltpetre. Sulphuret of Potassium, or Liver of Sul- 
phur. Soda. : 

Symptoms.—The nitrate of potassa will not manifest the effect with tumeric paper.* The car- 
bonates when vomited will effervesce with acids; and the liver of sulphur will give rise to eructations 
of sulphuretted hydrogen. 


TREATMENT.—Poisoning by nitrate of potassa to be treated on general antiphlogistic principles ; 
mucilaginous drinks. Liver of sulphur is po to be decomposed and neutralized by common salt. The 
liquid chloride of soda will also decompose it.

EARTHS AND THEIR CoMPOUNDS.—Baryta. Carbonate of Baryta. Muriate of Baryta. Nitrate 

of Baryta, Lime. 

Symproms.—Analogous with those of the corrosive metals. Violent burning in the stomach, 
vomiting, gripes, diarrhoea; excessive muscular debility ; headache, convulsions, death. Lime differs 
from baryta in being a pure irritant. 


TREATMENT.—The sulphates of soda and magnesia are proper and effective antidotes to all the 
poisonous salis of baryta. Phosphate of soda will also counteract their effects. Lime may be ueutrai- 
ized by dilute acids. Carbonic acid in soda water, effervescing draught, or yeast, it is supposed, would 
answer a good purpose. The fixed oils may be employed either for baryta or lime, when not in a 
compound state.

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much as possible, to one physician; for a medical man who has become acquainted 
with the peculiarities of constitution, habits, and predispositions of those he attends, is 
more likely to be successful in his treatment than one who does not possess that 
knowledge. 

A patient who has thus selected his physician, should always apply for advice in 
what may appear to him trivial cases ; for the most fatal results often supervene on the 
slightest accidents. It is of still more importance that he should apply for assistance 


in the forming stage of violent diseases; it is to a neglect of this precept that medi- 
cine owes much of the uncertainty and imperfection with which it has been reproached. 

§ 4. Patients siiould faithfully and unreservedly communicate to their physician 
the supposed cause of their disease. This is the more important, as many diseases of 
a mental origin simulate those depending on external causes, and yet are only to be 
cured by ministering to the mind diseased. A patient should never be afraid of thus 
making his physician his friend and adviser; he should always bear in mind that a 
medical man is under the strongest obligations of secrecy. Even the female sex 
should never allow feelings of shame or delicacy to prevent their disclosing the seat, 
symptoms, and causes of complaints peculiar to them. However commendable a 
modest reserve may be in the common occurrences of life, its strict observance in 
medicine is often attended with the most serious consequences, and a patient may sink 
under a painful and loathsome disease, which might have been readily prevented had 
timely intimation been given to the physician. 

§ 5. A patient should never weary his physician with a tedious detail of events or 
matters not appertaining to his disease. Even as relates to his actual symptoms, he 
will convey much more real information by giving clear answers to interrogatories, 
| than by the most minute account of his own framing. Neith es should he obtrude upon 
his physician the details of his business, nor the history of ‘i+ family concerns. 


§ 6. The obedience of a patient to the prescriptions ot is physician should be

GaseEs.—Carbonic Acid, or Fixed Air. Carbonic Oxide. Fumes of burning Charcoal. Chlorine. 
Sulphuretted Hydrogen. 


Symptoms.—Chlorine produces, when inhaled, violent irritation of the organs of respiration ; 
cough, bloody expectoration, inflammation of the lungs, and permanent pulmonary disease. The other 
gases, although nroducing some effect on the respiratory organs, especially asphyxia, die to spasm of 
the glottis, act, . 1 smaller quantities, as poisons, in consequence of their sedative agency. The symp- 
toms, therefore, re either those of asphyxia, or of apoplexy, or narcotic poisoning. 





TREATMES t.—The antidotes to chlorine are the cautious inhalation of ammonia, or sulphuretted 
hydrogen. The inflammatory symptoms of chlorine, to be treated on general principles. For the other 
gases, cold affusions to the bead; the cold dash, followed by friction; artificial respiration ; positive 
| electricity to the upper part of the spine, the negative pole on the chest, ever the diaphragm. Liquor 
sod chlorinatez, 30 to 60 drops, for sulphuretted hydrogen. 


| loping.—TLodide of Potassium. 


Syuproms.—Irritant symptoms; burning pain in the throat, lacerating pain in the stomach, and 
fruitless efforts to vomit; suffusion of the eyes; excessive pain and tenderness of the epigastrium 

TREATMENT.—Iodine combines with starch, and forms an insoluble compound. The prompt 
administration of starch, wheat flour, or other vegetable matter containing fecula, beat up in water, 1s 
recommended, Todide of potassium has no antidote. Vomiting should be promoted by draughts of 
warm water, and inflammation be subdued by general treatment. 


Merats.—Antimony. Tartar Emetic. Muriate, or Butter of Antimony. Oxide of Antimony. 


Symproms.—If vomiting does not occur promptly, violent irritant effects are produced. Burning 
| pain in the pit of the stomach; purging ; colicky pains; sense of tightness in the throat; violent 
| cramps; repeated recurrence of vomiting. 
| TREATMENT.—If vomiting has not been produced, it should be effected by tickling the fauces, 

and administering copious draughts of warm water. Astringent infusions, such as of gall, oak bark, 
6) Peruvian bark, act as antidotes, and should be given promptly. Powdered yellow bark may be used 
until the infusion is prepared.

prompt and implicit. He should never permit his own crude opinions, as to their fitness. 
to influence his attention tothem. <A failure in one particular may render an other- 
wise judicious treatment dangerous, and even fatal. This remark is equally applicable 
to diet, drink, and exercise. As patients become convalescent, they are very apt to 
suppose that the rules prescribed for them may be disregarded ; and the consequence, 
but too often, is a relapse. Patients should never allow themselves to be persuaded to 
take any medicine whatever that may be recommended to them by the self-constituted 
doctors and doctoresses who are so frequently met with, and who pretend to possess, 
infallible remedies for the cure of every disease. However simple some of their f#e- 
scriptions may appear to be, it often happens that they are productive of much mise 
chief, and, in all cases, they are injurious, by contravening the plan of treatment 
adopted by the physician. 

§ 7. A patient should, if possible, avoid even the fricnd'y visits of a physician 
who is not attending him; and when he does receive them, he should never converse on 
the subject of his disease, as an observation nay be made, without any intention of 
interference, which may destroy his confidence in the course he is pursuing, and in- 
duce him to neglect the directions prescribed to him. A patient should never send 
for a consulting physician without the express consent of his own medical attendant. 
It is of great importance that physicians should act in concert; for, although their 
modes of treatment may be attended with equal success when employed singly, yet, 
conjointly, they are very likely to be productive of disastrous results. 

§ 38. When a patient wishes to dismiss his physician justice and common courtesy 
require that he should declare his reasons for so doing. 

§ 9. Patients should always, when practicable, send for their physician in the 
morning, before his usual hour of going out; for, by being early aware of the visits he 
has to pay during the day, the physician is able to apportion his time in such a man- 
ner as to prevent an interference of engagements. Patients should also avoid calling

Symptoms.—Violeut burning pain in the region of the stomach and bowels, tenderness on 

pressure ; retching ; vomiting; sense of dryness and tightness in the throat; thirst; hoarseness and 
vitficulty of speech. ‘The matter vomited greenish or yellow, sometimes streaked with blood ; diarrhoea, 
tenesmus, sometimes excoriation of the anus; urinary organs occasionally affected with violent burning 
pains and suppression ; convul. ions, cramps, clammy sweats ; lividity of the extremities ; countenance 
collapsed ; eyes red and sparkling ; delirium; death. 

TREATMENT.—The HYDRATED PEROXIDE OF IRON, recently prepared, diffused through water, 
or the precipitated carbonate or the rubigo ferri, in very tine powder, to bé administered every five or 
ten minutes, until relief is obtained, ‘This is particularly efficacious when the while arsenic has been 
swallowed. If the arsenic have been taken in the form of Fowler’s solution, lime water in copious 
draughts may be given. For either of the other forms, emetics of sulphate of zine; diluents ; demul- 
cents, such as flax-seed tea, infusion of slippery elm, ete. Counter-irritants and demulcents may 
always be used to relieve the spasm, irritation, and violent pain in the stomach. Hydrated magnesia 
may be used when the preparation of iron cannot be obtained. ’ 


Bismutiu.—Nitrate of Bismuth: Pearl Powder. Oxide of Bismuth. 
Correr.— Sulphate of Copper: Blue Vitriol. Acetate of Copper: Verdigris. Carbonate of Copper. 

Blue Verditer. Arsenite of Copper: Scheele’s Green. Food cooked in dirty Copper Vessels, 

or Pickles made green by Copper. 

Symptoms.—Similar to those produced -by other irritant poisons; general inflammation of the

| on their medical adviser unnecessarily during the hours devoted to meals or sleep. 
They should always be in readiness to receive the visits of their physician, as the 
detention of a few minutes is often of serious inconvenience to him. 

§ 10. A patient should, after his recovery, entertain a just and enduring sense of 
the value of the services rendered him by his physician ; for these are of such a char- 
acter that no mere pecuniary acknowledgment can repay or cancel them. 


Of the Duties of Physicians to Each Other, and to the 
Profession at Large. 


Art. I.—Duties for the Support of Professional Character. 


§ 1. Every individual, on entering the profession—as he becomes thereby entitled 
to all its privileges and immunities—incurs an obligation to exert his best abilities to 
maintain its dignity and honor, to exalt its standing, and to extend the bounds of its 
usefulness. He should, therefore, observe strictly such as are instituted for the 
government of its members: should avoid all contumelious and sarcastic remarks 





relative to the faculty, as a body; and while, by unwearied diligence, he resorts to 
every honorable means of enriching the science, he should entertain a due respect for his 
seniors, who have, by their labors, brought it to the elevated condition in which he finds it. 
§ 2. There is no profession from the members of which greater purity of charac- 
ter and a higher standard of moral excellence are required, than the medical; and to 
attain such eminence is a duty every physician owes alike to his profession and to his 
patients. It is due to the latter, as without it he cannot command their respect and 
confidence ; and to both, because no scientific attainments can compensate for the 
want of correct moral principles. It is also incumbent upon the faculty to be temper- 
ate in all things, for the practice of physic requires the unremitting exercise of a 


clear and vigorous understanding ; and on emergencies—for which no professional

GoLp.—Chloride of Gold. Pulminating Gold. 
SymMpToMs.—Very analogous to those of other irritant poisons. This substance communicates a 
pink stain to the flesh, and patches of that color may be found about the lips and inside the mouth. 
TREATMENT.—The salts of gold are decomposed by sulphate of iron; and this has, therefore, 
been recommended as au antidote. Inflammatory symptoms to be treated on general principles, as with 
mucilage, ete. 


IRON.— Sulphate of Iron, or Copperas: Green Vitriol. Chloride of Iron. 


SYMPTOMS.—Symptoms of irritant poisoning ; colic pains ; constant vomiting and purging ; violent 
pain in the throat ; tension of the epigastrium ; coldness of the skin, and feebleness of the pulse. 

TREATMENT.—Carbonate of soda is an excellent antidote to either of these substances. M ucila- 
ginous drinks also should be given, and particular symptoms relieved by general treatment. 


Leav.—Acetate of Lead: Sugar of Lead. Carbonate of Lead. White Lead. Red Oxide of Lead. 
Litharge. Wines sweetened by Lead. Water kept in Leaden Vessels or Pipes. Food cooked in 
Vessels glazed with Lead. 





SyMpPrToMs.—Irritation of the alimentary canal; spasms, nervous sympjoms ; paralysis, either 
partial or complete. When taken for some time in small quantity, violent and obstinate colic ; rigidit; 
of the abdominal muscles ; cramps; remission of pain; obstinate constipation; urine diminished ; 
saliva increased ; countenance anxious and gloomy. If relief be not promptly obtained, giddiness, 
debility, torpor, coma, convulsions, and death. The paralysis affects, generally, the upper extremities. 

TREATMENT.—Sulphate of magnesia and phosphate of soda are both good antidotes for the 
soluble salts of lead. For the solid forms, dilute sulphuric acid may be drunk, These are applicable to 
the irritant forms of poisoning by lead. In the chronic form, or colica pictonum, purgatives, anodynes, 
warm bath, galvanism, and chlorate of potash. External applications to relieve cramps. For the 
| paralysis, dilute sulphuric acid, galvanism, and general treatment. 


MERcURY.—Corrosive Sublimate. Cyanuret of Mercury. Nitrate of Mercury. White Precipitate. 
Red Oxide, or Red Precipitate. Sulphite, or Turbith Mineral. Vermilion, or Red Sulphuret.

man should be unprepared—a steady hand, an acute eye, and an unclouded head, may 
‘be essential to the well-being, and even to the life, of a fellow-creature. 

§ 3. Itis derogatory to the dignity of the profession to resort to public adver- 
tisements, or private cards or handbills, inviting the attention of individuals affected 
with particular diseases—publicly offering advice and medicine to the poor gratis, or 
promising radical cures; or to publish cases and operations in the daily prints, or 
suffer such publications to be made ; to invite laymen to be present at operations, to 





| boast of cures and remedies, to adduce certificates of skill and success, or to perform 
any other similar acts. These are the ordinary practices of empirics, and are highly 
reprehensible in a regular physician. 

§ 4. Equally derogatory to professional character is it for a physician to hold a 
patent for any surgical instrument or medicine, or to dispense a secret nostrum, 
whether it be the composition or exclusive property of himself or of others. For, if 
such nostrum be of real efficacy, any concealment regarding it is inconsistent with 
beneficence and professional liberality; and if mystery alone give it value and im- 
portance, such craft implies either disgraceful ignorance or fraudulént avarice. It is 
also reprehensible for physicians to give certificates attesting the efficacy of patent or 
secret medicines, or in any way to promote the use of them. 





Arr. I1.—Professional Services of Physicians to Each Other. 

§ 1. All practitioners of medicine, their wives, and their children, while under the 
paternal care, are entitled to the gratuitous services of any one or more of the faculty 
residing near them, whose assistance may be desired. A physician afflicted with 
disease is usually an incompetent judge of his own case ; and the natural anxiety and 
solicitude which he experiences at the sickness of a wife, a child, or any one who, by 
the ties of consanguinity is rendered peculiarly dear to him, tend to obscure his judg- 
ment, and produce timidity and irresolution in his practice. Under such circumstances

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medical men are peculiarly dependent upon each other, and kind offices and profes- 
sional aid should always be cheerfully and gratuitously afforded. Visits ought not, 
however, to be obtruded officiously ; as such unasked civility may give rise to embar- 
rassment, or interfere with that choice on which confidence depends. But if a distant 
member of the faculty, whose circumstances are affluent, request attendance, and an 
honorarium be offered, it should not be declined ; for no pecuniary obligation ought to 
be imposed, which the party receiving it would wish not to incur. 


Art. IIL—Of the Duties of Physicians as respects Vicarious Offices. 


§ 1. The affairs of life, the pursuit of health, and the various accidents and con- 
tingencies to whith a medical man is peculiarly exposed, sometimes require him tem- 
porarily to withdraw from his duties to his patients, and to request some of his 
professional brethren to officiate for him. Compliance with this request is an act of 
courtesy which should always be performed with the utmost consideration for the 
interest and character of the family physician, and when exercised for a short period, 
all the pecuniary obligations for such service should be awarded to him. But if a 
member of the profession neglect his business in quest of pleasure and amusement, he 
cannot be considered as entitled to the advantages of the frequent and long-conti 
exercise of this fraternal courtesy, without awarding to the physician who offi. + 
the fees arising from the discharge of his professional duties. 

In obstetrical and important surgical cases, which give rise to unusual fatigue 
anxiety, and responsibility, it is just that the fees accruing therefrom shouid bn 
awarded to the physician who officiates. 


Arr. IV.—Of the Duties of Physicians in regard to Consultations. 


§ 1. A regular medical education furnishes the only presumptive evidence of pro- 
fessional abilities and requirements, and ought to be the only acknowledged right of

ORGANIC POISONS.—VEGETABLE POISONS. 
VEGETABLE AciDs.—Acetic, Citric, Tartaric, and Oxalic Acids. Vinegar. 
SympToms.—The symptoms of the vegetable acids proper, and of vinegar in excessive doses, 
are essentially the same as those of the mineral acids, as nitric, ete., which see. 
TREATMENT.—For the acetic, citric, and tartaric acids, and vinegar, the treatment will be similar 
to that for muriatic and sulphuric acids, which see. For oxalic, as for nitric acid, only the carbonates 
of lime and magnesia can be safely used ; never those of the alkalies. 


BirreER ALMOND O1L.—Laurel Water. 

Symptoms.—Duangerous from liability to conversion into prussic acid within the system. See 
prussic acid. 

TREATMENT.—That for prussic acid. 

AtcouoL.— Brandy, Wines ; all Spirituous Liquors. 

Symproms.—Intoxication, and when taken very freely, complete insensibility, with apoplexy, 
or paralysis of one side ; the countenance swollen and of a dark-red color, the breathing difficult, and 
often stertorous, with a peculiar puffing out of the lips; the breath smells of liquor, which will distin- 
yuish the symptoms from those of spontaneous apoplexy. 

TREATMENT.—A powerful emetic of sulphate of zine, or pulverized mustard, should be given as 
soon as possible ; and if the patient is unable to swallow, a flexible tube should be used to convey it 
into the stomach. The vomiting should be encouraged as much as possible with warm water; anda 
large clyster of salt and water should be thrown up. The patient should be placed erect, and cold, wet 
cloths applied to the head, particularly if the body be hotter than natural, If the extremities become 
cold, warmth and friction should be perseveringly used. 


VoLATILE O1Ls.—Creosote. Dippel’s Animal Oil. Oilof Tar. Oil of Tobacco. Oil of Turpentine. 
Musel Oil 
Symproms.—General action that of irritant poisons. Burning pain, vomiting, pungent taste, 
purging, ete. The oils of turpentine and tobacco affect the nervous system. The peculiar odor of each 
oil will be manifested in the matters vomited. 
TREATMENT.—Creosote is immediately rendered inert by coagulating albumen ; the latter, there- 
fore, should be freely given. Dippel’s animal oil may be counteracted with dilute acids and the fixed

an individual to the exercise and honors of his profession. Nevertheless, as in con- 
sultations the good of the patient is the sole object in view, and this is often dependent 
on personal confidence, no intelligent regular practitioner, who has a license to prac- 
tice from some medical board of known and acknowledged respectability, recognized 
by this Association, and who is in good moral and professional standing in the place 
in which he resides, should be fastidiously excluded from fellowship, or his aid refused 
in consultation, when it is requested by the patient. But no one can be considered as 
a regular practitioner or a fit associate in consultation, whose practice is based on an 
exclusive dogma, to the rejection of the accumulated expcrience of the profession, 
and of the aids actually furnished by anatomy, physiology, pathology, and organic 
chemistry.

§ 2. In consultations, no rivalship or jealousy should be indulged; candor, 
probity, and all due respect should be exercised toward the physician having charge 
of the case. 

§ 3. In consultations, the attending physician should be the first to propose the 
necessary questions to the sick; afier which the consulting physician should have 
| the opportunity to make such further inquiries of the patient as way be necessary to 
| satisty him of the true character of the case. Both physicians should then retire to 

a private place for deliberation; and the one first in attendance should communicate 
the directions agreed upon to the patient or his friends, as well as any opinions which 
it may be thought proper to express. But no statement or discussion of it should take 
| place before the patient or his friends, except in the presence of all the faculty attend- 
ing, and by their common consent ; and no opinions or proguostications should be de- 
| livered, which are not the result of previous deliberation and concurrence. 
| § 4. In consultations, the physician in attendance should deliver his opinion first ; 
| and when there are several consulting, they should deliver their opinions in the order 
| in which they have been called in. No decision, however, should restrain the attend- 
| ing physician from making such variations in the mode of treatment as any subsequent 
| unexpected change in the character of the case may demand. But wath variations,

Symproms.—The general effects of this class of vegetable poigons are—an acrid, pungent taste, 
| with more or less of bitterness; excesvive heat ; great dryness of the mouth and throat, with sense of 
| tightnessthere violent vomiting, the effort being continued even after the stomach is emptied ; purg- 
| ing, with great pain in the stomach and bowels; pulse strong, frequent and regular. Breathing often 
| quick and difficult. Appearances of intoxication ; the pupil of the eye frequently dilating ; insensibility 
| resembling death ; the pulse becomes slow and loses its force, and finally death ensues. 

If applied externally, many of them produce severe inflammation of the skin, with vesications, 
or eruptions of pustules, 

TREATMENT.—If vomiting has been occasioned by the poison, and the efforts are still continued, 
| they may be rendered easier by large draughts of warm water or thin gruel. But if symptoms of in- 
sensibility have come on without vomiting, it ought to be immediately excited by ground mustard or 
sulphate of zinc, and after its operation an active purgative should be given. After evacuating as much 
of the poison as possible, a very strong infusion of coffee, or vinegar diluted with water, may be given 
with advantage. Cumphor mixture with ether may be taken frequently ; and if insensibility be con- 
siderable, warmth and friction may be applied, and mustard to the spine. If inflammation or other 
consegq uences have been induced, they are to be treated upon general principles. The fruit of Feuillea 
Cordifolio has been lately pate ep as a powerful antidote to vegetable poisons. It is to be used 
in as recent a state as possible. 

Bromine, Chlorine and Iodine, are said to be antidotes to the alkaloids generally.

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and the reasons for it, ought to be carefully detailed at the next meeting in consulta- 
tion. The same privilege belongs also to the consulting physician, if he is sent for in 
an emergency, when the regular attendant is out of the way, and similar explanations 
must be made by him at the next consultation. 


§ 5. The utmost punctuality should be observed in the visits of physicians when 
they are to hold consultation together, and this is generally practicable, for society 
has been considerate enough to allow the plea of a professional engagement to take 
precedence of all others, and to be an ample reason for the relinquishment of any 
present oceupation. But as professional engagements may sometimes interfere and 
delay one of the parties, the physician who first arrives should wait for his associate a 
reasonable period, after which the consultation should be considered as postponed to a 
new appointment. If it be the attending physician who is present, he will, of course, 
see the patient and prescribe ; but if it be the consulting one, he should retire, except 
in case of emergency, or when he has been called from a considerable distance, in 
which latter casé he may examine the patient, and give his opinion, in writing and 
under seal, to be delivered to his associate. 

§ 6. In consultations, theoretical discussions should be avoided, as occasioning 
perplexity and loss of time. For there may be much diversity of opinion concerning 
speculative points, with perfect agreement in those modes of practice which are 
founded, not on hypothesis, but on experience and observation. 

§ 7. All discussions in consultation should be held as secret and confidential. 
Neither by words nor manner should any of the parties to a consultation assert or in- 

‘ sinuate that any part of the treatment pursued did not receive his assent. The re- 
sponsibility must be equally divided between the medical attendants—they must 
equally share the credit of success as well as the blame of failure. 

§ 8. Should an irreconcilable diversity of opinion occur, when several physicians 
are called upon to consult together, the opinion of the majority should be considered as 
decisive ; but if the numbers be equal on each side, then the decision should rest with 
the attending physician. It may, moreover, sometimes happen that two fhysicians 
cannot agree in their views of the nature of a case, and the treatment to be pursued.

but afterward insupportable; a sort of intoxication, stupid air. pupil of the eye dilated ; furious or 
lively delirium ; sometimes pain, convulsions of different parts of the body, or palsy of the limbs. The 
pulse is variable, but at first generally strong and full. The breathing is quick, and there is great 
anxiety and dejection, which, if not speedily relieved, ends in death. 


TREATMENT.—The stomach must be effectually evacuated by frequent emetics of mustard or 
sulphate of zinc, often repeated, till the full effect is produced. These means may be assisted by tickling 
the throat with a feather or the finger. If the drowsiness, which is sometimes extreme, and the insen- 
sibility, bordering on apoplexy, be not remedied by these means, the patient should be kept in motion, 
and acute pain produced by flagellation with small rods, or in any more convenient manner, till the 
attention is aroused. If the heat declises, warmth and friction must be used with energy. Vegetable 
acids are, on no account, to be given before the poison is expelled ; and a large amount of any liquids 
should not beallowed. After the poison has been removed, however, strong coffee may be adminis- 
tered once in wenty or thirty minutes, with afew drops of aqua ammonia added ; and alternated with 
a little vinegar diluted in water. Galvanism may be so applied as to prove a very efficient agent, by 
sustaining the respiration when it becomes feeble. In severe cases, the current may be kept up almost 
unremittingly, for hours, but not too strongly, for fear of injury ; and thus applied, it has resulted in 
saving life. The positive pole should be applied to the inner surface of the cheek, occasionally shifting 
it, so as not to produce excoriation ; and the negative pole over the diaphragm, just above the pit of the 
stomach (over the ensiform process). In poisoning by nux vomica, strychnine, ete., chloroform should 
be inhaled to quiet the spasms, as often as these return, or as the constitution will bear.

SymMpToms.—Nausea, heat, and pain in the stomach and bowels; vomiting and purging; thirst ; 
convulsions and faintings; pulse small and frequent ; dilated pupil, and stupor ; cold sweats, and death. 


TREATMENT.—The stomach and bowels to be cleared by an emetic of ground mustard or sulphate 
of zine, followed by frequent doses of Glauber’s or Epsom salts, and large stimulating clysters. | After 
the poison is evacuated, ether may be given, with small quantities of brandy and water. But if inflam- 
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matory symptoms manifest themselves, such stimuli should be avoided, and the symptoms appropriately 
treated.

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CODE OF ETHICS—Continued. 


§ 2. A physician, in his intercourse with a patient under the care of another 
practitioner, should observe the strictest caution and reserve. , No meddling inquiries 
should be made—-no disingenuous hints given relative to the nature and treatment of 
his disorder : nor any course of conduct pursued that may directly or indirectly tend to 
diminish the trust reposed in the physician employed. 

§ 3. The same circumspection and reserve should be observed when, from motives 
of business or friendship, a physician is prompted to visit an individual who is under 
the direction of another practitioner. Indeed, such visits should be avoided, except 
under peculiar circumstances ; and, when they are made, no particular inquiries should 
be instituted relative to the nature of the disease, or the remedies employed, but the 
topics of conversation should be as foreign to the case as circumstances will admit. 

§ 4. A physician ought not to take charge of or prescribe for a patient who has 
recently been under the care of another member of the faculty in the same illness, 
except in cases of sudden emergency, or in consultation with the physician previously 
in attendance, or when the latter has relinquished the case, or been regularly notified 
that his services are no longer desired. Under such circumstances, no unjust and 
illiberal insinuations should be thrown out in relation to the conduct or practice pre- 
viously pursued, which should be justified as far as candor and regard for truth and 
probity will permit; for it often happens that patients become dissatisfied when they 
do not experience immediate relief, and, as many diseases are naturally protracted, the 
want of success, in the first stage of treatment, affords uo evidence of a lack of profes- 
sional knowledge and skill. 

§ 5. When a physician is called to an urgent case, because the family attendant 
is not at hand, he ought, unless his assistance in consultation be desired, to resign the 
care of the patient-to the latter immediately on his arrival. 

§ 6. It often happens, in cases of sudden illness or of recent accidents and 
injuries, owing to the alarm and anxiety of friends, that a number of physicians are 
simultaneously sent for. Under these circumstances, courtesy should assign the 
patient to the first who arrives, who should select from those present any additional 
assistance that he may deem necessary. In all such cases, however, the practitioner 
who officiates should request the family physician, if there be one, to be called, and, 
unless his further attendance be requested, should resign the case to the latter on 
his arrival. 

§ 7. When a physician is called to the patient of another practitioner, in conse- 
quence of the sickness or absence of the latter, he ought, on the return or recovery 
of the regular attendant, and with the consent of the patient to surrender the case. 

[The expression, ‘‘ Patient of another Practitioner,” is understood to mean a 
patient who may have been under the charge of another practitioner at the time of the 
attack of sickness, or departure from home of the latter, or who may have called for 
his attendance during his absence or sickness, or in any manner given it to be under- 
stood that he regarded the said physician as his regular medical attendant. |

SyMPToMs.—Nauseous odor of the breath ; acrid taste; burning heat in the throat, stomach and 
abdomen ~ frequent vomiting, often bloody, with copious bloody stools; excruciating pain in the 
stomach ; painfal and obstinate priapism, with heat in the bladder; strangury; retention of urine; 
frightful convulsions, delirium, death. 


TREATMENT.—Vomiting to be excited by drinking sweet oil,sugar and water, milk or linseed 
tea, very freely. Emollient clysters should be given. If inflammation of the stomach, kidney or bladder 
occur, let it be appropriately treated. Camphor dissolved in oil may be rubbed over the thighs. 


Venomous Insects.—TJarantula. Scorpio: Scorpion. Vespa Crabro: Hornet. Vespa Vulgaris : 
Wasp. Apis Mellifica: Bee. Culex Pipiens: Goat. Cstrus Bovis: Gadfly. 


Symptoms.—In general the sting of these insects occasions only a slight degree of pain and 
swelling. But sometimes the symptoms are more violent, and sickness and fever are produced by the 
acuteness of the pain. 


TREATMENT.—Hartshorn and oil may be rubbed on the affected part, and a piece of rag, moisened 
in the same or in salt and water, may be kept upon it tillthe pain is removed. A few drops of harts- 
; horn may be given frequently in a little water; and a glass or two of wine may be taken. The sting

§ 8. A physician, when visiting a sick person in the country, may be desired 
to see a neighboring patient who is under the regular direction of another physi- 
cian, in consequence of some sudden change or aggravation of symptoms. The 
conduct to be pursued on such an occasion is to give advice adapted to present 
circumstances; to interfere no further than is absolutely necessary with the general 
plan of treatment; to assume no future direction, unless it be expressly desired; and, 
in this last case, to request an immediate consultation with the practitioner previ- 
ously emptoyed. 

§ 9. A wealthy physician should not give advice gratis to the affluent; because 
his dving so is an injury to his professional brethren. The office of a physician can 
never be supported as an exclusively beneficent one; and it is defrauding, in some 
degree, the common funds for its support, when fees are dispensed with which might 
justly be claimed. 

§ 10. When a physician who has been engaged to attend a case of midwifery is 
absent, and another is sent for, if delivery is accomplished during the attendance of 
the latter, he is entitled to the fee, but should resign the patient to the practitioner 
first engaged. 


Art. VI.—Of Differences between Physicians. 


§ 1. Diversity of opinion and opposition of interest, may, in the medical, as in 
other professions, sometimes occasion controversy, and even contention. When- 
ever such cases unfortunately occur, and cannot be immediately terminated, they 
should be referred to the arbitration of a sufficient number of physicians, or a 
court-medical. 


§ 2. As peculiar reserve must be maintained by physicians toward the public, 
in regard to professional matters, and as there exist numerous points in medical ethics 
and etiquette through which the feelings of medical men may be painfully assailed in 
their intercourse with each other, and which cannot be understood or appreciated by 
general society, neither the subject-matter of such differences nor the adjudication of 
the arbitrators should be made public, as publicity in a case of this nature may be 
personally injurious to the individuals concerned, and can hardly fail to bring discredit 
on the faculty. 


Art. VII.—Of Pecuniary Acknowledgments. 


Some general rules should be adopted by the faculty, in every town or district, 
relative to pecuniary acknowledgments from their patients ; and it should be deemed a 
point of honor to adhere to these rules with as much uniformity as varying circum- 
stances will admit. 





READY METHOD IN ASPHYXIA. 
(Reprinted from Elmer's Physicians’ Hand-Book for 1870.) 


TREATMENT OF ASPHYXIA FROM DROWNING, ETC. 


First, Throw fresh air into the lungs, producing artificial respiration. 
Second, Arouse the circulation, and restore to the body its natural warmth. 
To effect these results : 


(1.) Remove from the mouth and nostrils all obstructions to the free passage of air to the lungs ; 
loosening the clothing about the chest. 


(2.) Extend the arms in the direction of the body above the head, bringing them as near together 
as practicable. (Silvester method.) 

When the capacity of the chest is thus enlarged, throw fresh air into the lungs by the best avail- 
able means, by a flexible tube, passed into the trachea, or by blowing into the mouth, taking care to 
keep the glottis open. Then replace the arms, pressing firmly upon the sides and sternum. Repeat 
these motions of the arms and chest peresveringty twelve or fifteen times a minute. 

(3.) While extending the arms, let an assistant pass a strong solution of ammonia close under 
the nose, keeping the lips closed. 

(4.) While acting thus upon the lungs, let assistants remove the wet cluthing, wipe the body dry, 
and by vigorous friction of the skin with dry, hot cloths, endeavor to restore warmth and vitality. 

(5.) If this does not produce the desired warmth, place bottles of hot water around the patient ; 
but by all means avoid the warm bath. 


If the weather be cold, the patient should be caefully removed on a board (if possible) to the 
nearest house.

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CODE OF ETHICS—Continued. 


Of the Duties of the Profession to the Public, and of the Obligations 
of the Public to the Profession. 


* 
Art. I.—Duties of the Profession to the Public. 


§ 1. As good citizens, it is the duty of physicians to be ever vigilant for the wel- 
fare of the community, and to bear their part in sustaining its institutions and bur- | 
dens; they should also be ever ready to give counsel to the public in relation to mat- | 
ters especially appertaining to their profession, as on subjects of medical police, public | 
hygiene, and legal medicine. It is their province to enlighten the public in regard to | 
quarantine regulations—-the location, arrangement, and dietaries of hospitals, asylums, | 
schools, prisons, and similar institutions—in relation to the medical police of towns, as | 
drainage, ventilation, etc.—and in regard to measures for the prevention of epidemic | 
and contagious diseases ; and when pestilence prevails, it is their duty to face the | 
danger, and to continue their labors for the alleviation of the suffering, even at the 
jeopardy of their own lives. 

§ 2. Medical men should also be always ready, when called on by the legally con- 
stituted authorities, to enlighten coroners’ inquests, and courts of justice, on subjects | 
strictly medical—such as involve questions relating to sanity, legitimacy, murder by | 
poisons, or other violent means, and in regard to the various other subjects embraced | 
in the science of Medical Jurisprudence. But in these cases, and especially where 
they are required to make a post-mortem examination, it is just, in consequence of the | 
time, labor, and skill required, and the responsibility and risk they incur, that the 
public should award them a proper honorarium. 

3. There is no profession, by the members of which eleemosynary services are 
more liberally dispensed than the medical ; but justice requires that some limits should | 
be placed to the performance of such good offices. Poverty, professional brotherhood, 
and certain of the public duties referred to in the first section of this article, should | 
always be recognized as presenting valid claims for gratuitous services; but neither | 
institutions endowed by the public or by rich individuals, societies for mutual benefit, 
for the insurance of lives or for analogous purposes, nor any profession or occupation, 
can be admitted to possess such privilege. Nor can it be justly expected of physicians | 
to furnish certificates of inability toserve on juries, to perform military duty, or to 
testify to the state of health of persons wishing to insure their lives, obtain pensions, | 
or the like, without a pecuniary acknowledgment. But to individuals in indigent cir- 
cumstances, such professional services should always be cheerfully andfreely accorded. 

§ 4. It is the duty of physicians, who are frequent witnessesof the enormities 
committed by quackery, and the injury to health and even destruction of life caused 
by the use of quack medicines, to enlighten the public on these subjects, to expose the 
injuries sustained by the unwary from the devices and pretensions of artful empirics and 
impostors. Physicians ought to use all the influence which they may possess, as pro- 
fessors in Colleges of Pharmacy, and by exercising their option in regard to the shops 
to which their prescriptions shall be sent, to discourage druggists and apothecaries from 


vending quack or secret medicines, or from being in any way engaged in their manufac- | 
ture and sale. 











Art. II.— Obligations of the Public to Physicians. 


The benefits accruing to the public, directly and indirectly, from the active and | 
unwearied beneficence of the profession, are so numerous and important, that physicians | 
are justly entitled to the utmost consideration and respect from the community. The | 
public ought likewise to entertain ajust appreciation of medical qualifications ; to make | 
a proper discrimination between true science and the assumptions of ignorance and 
empiricism—to afford every encouragement and facility for the acquisition of medical 
education—and no longer to allow the statute-books to exhibit the anomaly of exacting | 
knowledge from physicians, under a liability to heavy penalties, and of making them 
obnoxious to punishment for resorting to the only means of obtaining it. 

Resolved, That this Association recognize Specialties as proper and legitimate 
fields of practice. | 

Resolved, That Specialists shall be governed by the same rules of professional | 
etiquette as have been laid down for general practitioners. 

Resolved, That it shall not be proper for Specialists publicly to advertise them- | 
selves as such, or to assume any title not specially granted by a regularly chartered / 
college.

Extract from the Report of Prof. C. F. Chandler, Ph. D. Chemist to the Metropolitan Board of Health. This 
report which presents the results of the examination of a few of the articles in general use, was printed in full in the 
Chemical News, (Am. reprint) for May. We present the following list of dangerous preparations, which gives the 
number of grains of lead, etc. in one fluid ounce.

ConcLusion.—It appears from the foregoing :— 

1. The Hair Tonics, WASHES, and REsTORATIVES contain lead in considerable quantities, that they owe their 
action to this metal, and that they are consequently highly dangerous to the health of persons using them. 

2. With a single exception, Perry’s Moth and Freckle Lotion, the Lotions for the skin are free from lead and 
other injurious metals. 

3. That the EnAMELs are composed of either corbonate of lime, oxide of zinc, or carbonate of lead, suspended in 
water. The first two classes of enamels are comparatively harmless, as harmless as any other white dirt when plas- 
tered over the skin to close the pores and prevent its healthy action. On the other hand, the enamels composed of 
ie aeang of lead are highly dangerous, and their use is very certain to produce disastrous results to those’who patron- 
ize them. ~
